Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention is drawn to histone deacetylase inhibitors of the following formula: 
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The prior art does not teach the -(CH2)-S-X extension as claimed, with X being a 
pyridine-2ylthio and n=5. The closest prior art is that of Meinke et al, US 2003/0078369 
where the composition 




is claimed. The =X-Ri moiety disclosed by Meinke et al does not read on a thioester nor 
does it read on ay isostere of a thioester, such as an ether linkage that would made or 
render the instant invention obvious. Thus, the prior art does not teach nor suggest the 
instant invention as Claimed.
